BELKNAP COUNTY COURT HOUSE - FEBRUARY 28, 1949 


The public hearing onthe budget as submitted by the commis- 
sioners was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by the chairman, Rep. 
Marion H. Atwood. The following members were present: Perkins, 
McAllister, Dearborn, Obert, weeks, Kelley, Hart, Normandin, Sim- 
oneau, Tilton, Keller, Shannon, Piper, Thompson, Ranson, Smith of 
Meredith, Smith of New Hampton, Atwood, Bruno. 


The budget was read and discussed, item by iten. 


Judge Carroll W. Stafford asked that from $300to $400 be ap~ 
propriated for new filing cabinets for the Register of Probate 
office which had been ordered previously. Delivery was expected 
this year, he stated. 


Commissioner Joseph F. Smith explained the proposed altera-~ 
tions in the judge’s chamber and new ceiling in court room and 
urged the work be done. Atty. Robert Pp. Tilton said the chamber 
was toosmall for conferences andconstruction of newceiling would 
make the court room easier to heat. Rep. Normandin told of the 
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difficulty lawyers and jury had in hearing witnesses due to poor 
acoustics. County Solicitor William W. Keller asked the project 
be postponed until after the March term of court, 


Commissioner Smith gave a brief history of the Gilford rec- 
reation area. The area was neglected during the war years, he 
said, and brush had grown up which had been cleared in the past 
few years. It has been self-supporting for the past three years, 
he said, and the income last year was spent on improvements. He 
predicted it would be self-supporting in the future and would e- 
ventually pay half of the county tax. 


Mr. Dearborn asked how income for January and February con- 
pared for the same months in 1948. Commissioner Hubbard said in- 
come for the two months was $18,554 and expenditures $12,907 as 
compared to income of $18,273 and expenditures of $14,000 in the 
Same months of the previous year. He predicted total revenue for 
the year would reach last year’s figure if there were snow in No- 
vember and December next fall. 


County Agent Robert S.Smith outlined the purposes and methods 
of the Extension Service and said the general economy of the county 
had benefited by it during the past 25 years. 


Joseph C. Bodwell said the appropriation was $5,900 last year 
and $7,200 was asked this year. Expenditures last year exceeded 
the appropriation, he said, by $300 and the larger appropriation 
was asked for because of increases in wages, employment of addi- 
tional personnel, higher mileage costs, telephone and supplies. 
$500 is paid as the county’s share of the forester’s salary, he 
added. Mr. Bodwell warned unless the appropriation was increased 
from last year’s figure, the staff would havetocurtail services. 


Mr. Ransom asked if there was any increase in the salary of 
the forester. County Agent Smith said there was none andthe for- 
ester was employed jointly by Belknap and Strafford counties. 


Malcolm Harrington said the Extension Service has helped the 
county maintain its fine agricultural position. 


Parkman Howe stated the forester has aided him in woodlot 
management, Stanley Hill of Belmont said the work was well worth- 


while and asked its continuance, Others urging approval of the 
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proposed budget were Arthur Gerry of Gilford and Marshall Hodsdon 
of Meredith. 


Commissioner Smith explained the retirement system and said 
participation would be compulsory after 1950. 


Commissioner Thomas C. Hill urged the delegation take steps 
to construct a new county home. Commissioner Smith said plans 
made last year by Architects Prescott and Erickson provided room 
for 53 inmates while 36 was the maximum at the home at any time 
since 1940. The architects have prepared plans forasmaller dor- 
mitory at the request of the commissioners, he said, with a cap- 
acity of 30 inmates andastaff of 13. Cost of the smaller build- 
ing was estimated at $172,000 as compared to $260,000 for the 
larger one. 


Mr. Prescott and Mr. Erickson exhibited plans of the proposed 
building. 

Commissioner Smith said there was between $22,000 and $23,000 
in the building fund at present. 


Reginald Bisson asked if there is any demonstrated need of 
the new building. Commissioner Smith said the present home was 
considered a fire trap and would be condemned within five years. 


Mr. Stockwell of Gilford asked if any appropriation was made 
for the Lakes Region association as in past years. Chairman At- 
wood stated the money would be taken fromRecreation Area receipts. 


The hearing was adjourned at 9:15 p.m.

After 
discussion it was moved by Mr. Tilton and seconded by Mr. Norman- 
din that the vote taken May 5 not to introduce suchabill be re- 
scinded. on arollcall vote the following members voted in the 
affirmative: McAllister, weeks, Kelley, Normandin, Simoneau, Til- 
ton, Atwood, and Bruno; the following members voted in the nega- 
tive: Dearborn, Hart, Keller, Shannon, Thompson, Ewing, Ransom, 
Smith of Meredith, and Smith of New Hampton.

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The following resolution was introduced by Mr. Tilton, sec-

Mr. Smithof Meredith moved the budget be accepted. mr. Nor- 
mandin moved, seconded by mrs.

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COMMISSIONERS! REPORT 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Belknap County present the annual report of 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of County Home 
and House of Correction, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, 
Solicitor, and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 1949. 


The Commissioners realized early in the year that their 
request for construction of a new fire~proof County Home would 
not be granted, so immediate steps were takentomake the existing 
home as safe and comfortable as possible. Under the capable 
direction of Superintendent and Mrs. John Pickard fire escapes 
were relocated, exit doors refitted to open outward, fire hoses 
and water pails strategically placed, new emergency stretchers 
purchased, and usage of the third floor dormitory discontinued. 
Floors and hallways have been covered with linoleum, many walls 
and ceilings repainted, as well as anewcoat of paint on the out~- 
side of the building. A visit to the home is necessary to fuily 
appreciate all the improvements the Ppickards have accomplished. 


The farm itself is reaching a higher state of productivity 
because of good farming practices made possible by the close co- 
operation of Supt. Pickard with the Farm Bureau and Soil Conserva~ 
tion Service agencies. The farm herd of registered Ayrshires has 
been enrolled in the Artificial Breeding program, and thus we are 
assured of a perpetual improvement in replacement stock for the 
future. 


Immediately following the Spring termof Superior Court, work 
was started on the Court room renovating and improvement of the 
Judge’s Chambers. This work had long been necessary, and proved its 
real value when Court convened for the fall term. We now have a 
splendid Court roomwith greatly improved acoustics, and resulting 
in the saving of much heat which was originally lost by the high 
ceiling. water lines from the street main to the building were 
replaced so as to restore normal pressure at all outlets in the 
building, and extensive roof repairs completed the year’s improve- 
ments tothe Court House. We hope thatthe coming year will afford 
the opportunity of redecorating the interior, asthis has not been 
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done in over 15 years. 


Direct relief has been on the increase as everyone knows, 
and the fact that we were ableto keep this expenditure within the 
year’s budget, is due to the very capable investigating and ad-~ 
ministering of Mrs. Helen Hayner, our relief worker. The task of 
keeping the accounts of the Court house, County Farm, and Recreation 
Area inorder belongs to our very accurate bookkeeper, Haro‘d Aiken, 
whose fine work is attested to by the County Auditors. 


The Recreation Area has been self-sustaining for several years, 
in that only atoken appropriation of $100.00 has been included in 
the annual County budget tobe raised by taxation. This is indeed 
commendable and should be a great source of pride to the tax payers 
of Belknap County, who have seen the recent capital improvements 
which have been made solely from revenue and without the need of an 
additional tax burden. After a nearly snowless winter season which 
reduced revenue greatly, the management concentrated on an increased 
schedule of summer events and activities in an effort to produce 
revenue enoughto make the necessary repairs and improvements. The 
results of the summer business were most gratifying and accounted 
for two-thirds of the total yearly income. Thus it was possible to 
use about one-third of the total revenue for major repairs and new 
facilities, which included completion of the 40 meter jump, new 
floor inthecomfort station, installation of a soda fountain and 
enlarging of grille room, new water pumping system, construction 
of the new 1400 foot Tiger Slope for intermeiiate and expert skiers, 
leveling of Beginner’s Slope, andconstruction of additional park- 
ing and picnicking areas. With the exception of plumbing, this 
work was done by Supt. Herbert Hayner and his regular crew of 
maintenance men, which we feel is indicative of excellent super- 
vision and ability. Certainly any organization that can operate 
a business of suchvaried activities, and make capital improvements 
aS well, is deserving of much praise; and only serves to strengthen 
our conviction that the Belknap Recreation Area will continue to 
serve the recreational needs of our New Hampshire and New England 
people, and while doing so will remain an asset, rather than a 
burden to our taxpayers as so many other such areas have become.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


During 1949 sixteen men were prosecuted for felonies, which 
is the same number as for 1948. 


The most serious case concerned three men and a 14 year old 
girl who was the daughter of one of the men. The father was 
charged with incest, one of the other twomen with statutory rape, 
and the third man with attempted statutory rape. All three men 
pleaded guilty, and the father was sentenced to the State prison 
for ten to twelve years, the man charged with statutory rape was 
sentenced tothe County Farm, andthe third man was placed on pro- 
bation. The father, although he was represented by a lawyer at 
the time, now claims he was not guilty, and the County Solicitor 
is making a still further investigation. 


The two men mentioned in last year’s report as being inmates 
of the Laconia State School, and as having beaten an attendant 
over the head with a wrench, and then escaping, both pled guilty 
to aggravated assault, and both were committed to the State Hos- 
pital. Another inmate of the School escaped, broke into a camp, 
and was returned to the School, only to beat an attendant over 
the head with a wrench and escape agai. There was still another 
incident of an inmate escaping and breaking into a camp. The 
first of the last mentioned inmates was sent to the State Prison 
and the second to the State Hospital. The last incident of an 
escape by an inmate, which also involved a crime, was in April, 
1949, and it is believed that most of thedelinquents at the State 
School have now been placed inother institutions better equipped 
to confine then. 


Two men were sent tothe State Hospital under the Sexual Psy- 
chopath law passed at the last session of the Legislature, to be 
there examined by three doctors. one of the men was found to be 
a sexual psychopath, and the other not to be. These examinations 
involve anexpense to the County of at least seventy-five dollars 
per examination for doctors’ fees, and an additional expense of 
fifty dollars for having one of the doctors testify at the hearing 
in the event the person is found to be a sexual psychopath. How- 
ever, it is felt that the expense is well worth the benefits of 


the new law. 
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Six of the other men who were prosecuted were charged with 
breaking and entering and larceny; twoof these were sentenced to 
the State Prison; one was sentenced to the County Farm; one had 
his case continued for sentence and was turned over to Massachu- 
setts authorities; one had his case continued for sentence and was 
sent to a Veterans Hospital; and one was placed on probation. 


One man was charged with obtaining property by false preten- 
ses, his case was continued for sentence, and he was turned over 
to Army officials. Another man was charged with larceny by check, 
and was sentenced to the State Prison. Another man was charged 
with larceny and sentenced to the County Farm. 


Again this year it was possible to dispense with the services 
of the Grand Jury at the March Term of Court by taking advantage 
of the law allowing mencharged with felonies to waive indictment. 


A large number of misdemeanors were prosecuted by your County 
Solicitor in the various Municipal Courts inthe County. There were 
two appeals fromthe Laconia Municipal Court to Superior Court on 
charges of driving under the influence of liquor; a verdict of 
guilty was returned in one case, and a verdict of not guilty in the 
other. 


It is felt by your County Solicitor that in Belknap County 
there is excellent cooperation between the local police, the sher- 
iff’s department, andthe State Police, andthat the taxpayers are 
receiving efficient, prompt and courteous service at a very rea- 
sonable cost.

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REPORT OF BELKNAP COUNTY COOPERATIVE 
EXTENSION SERVICE 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


The County Budget includes each year anappropriation to the 
Farm Bureau to assist in maintaining a system of educational Ex- 
tension Work in Agriculture and Home Economics, 4-H work with boys 
and girls, and in Forestry. The County Farm Bureau and Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire are jointly responsible for the Administra- 
tion of these funds along with State and Federal funds for Exten- 
sion work. 


The Belknap County Extension Staff consists of an Agricultural 
Agent, a 4-H Club agent, aHome Demonstration Agent anda part time 
County Forester. The work of these agents is planned and super- 
vised by the University of New Hampshire and the Farm Bureau Ex- 
ecutive Board. The services of these agents are available to any- 
one whether from city, urban or rural areas. 


Since this report contains but a brief resume of the Exten- 
sion work accomplished in 1949, we invite you to the Extension 
office to review the reports of the agents at your leisure. 


HORACE C. BALLARD

A resume of the work of the Extension Staff follows: 
COUNTY AGRICULTURAL AGENTS - 

ROBERT S. SMITH - to September 

HORACE C. BALLARD - September on. 


The County Agent’s work in 1949 included 399 farm and home 
visits, 570 office visitors, more than 700 telephone calls, over 
500 bulletins distributed, and numerous newspaper articles and 
radio releases. 44 educational or training meetings and confer- 
ences were held with a total attendance of 1825, in addition to 
participation in 32 other meetings. . 


Since Dairying is the major agricultural enterprise in Bel- 
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knap County more of the agent’s time is devoted to this portion 
of the work than to any other enterprise. A campaign for better 
roughage has beenthe keynote of the Dairy programas was evidenc- 
ed by the efforts behind the 1949 Green pasture Program, the par- 
ticipants and the results of which, doubled the similar program of 
1948; in a large hay drier meeting; and in an all day county wide 
roughage show. Soil samples followed by analysis and fertiliza- 
tion recommendations constituted an important phase of forage crop 
work. Other important and pertinent dairy work involved meetings 
on herd health; atwo-day breeding school; Dairy Herd Improvement 
work; and continued advancement and increased membership ina state 
wide artificial breeding association which contributes materially 
toward breeding for greater production. | 


Highlights of the poultry program was a combination Belknap- 
Merrimack County poultry meeting held in Concord whichwas attend- 
ed by 500 poultrymen including asizeable delegation from Belknap 
County. Other poultry work included farm visits by the agent and 
many with poultry specialists. Close association with Institut ional- 
on-the-farm-training veterans who are becoming established in the 
poultry business has been maintained relative to management prob- 
lems and construction of increased facilities. 


The fruit programfor 1949 was initially developed by a county 
fruit commodity committee which met inDecember, 1948 and resulted 
in attendance at the Annual N.H.Horticultural Society meeting in 
Manchester; anall day fruit meeting in February; a meeting of the 
N. H. Blueberry Growers Association in Alton in March: dissemina-- 
tion of pest control information; twilight orchard meetings; and 
farm visits by the agent, and specialists. 


Work in other fields was accomplished; in general livestock, 
farm economics and management, vegetable gardening and truck crop 
farming, sugaring, rodent control and others. 


For the first time the Annual Belknap County Farm.and Home 
Show was expanded to a two-day show which was a most successful 
one, This was sponsored by the Extension Service with Farm Ma-- 
chinery and Home Equipment dealers cooperating. 


A considerable amount of time is devoted to cooperation with 
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other agencies. The Agent is an ex-officio member of the Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administration county committee; is secretary 
of the Belknap Conservation Sub District Board of Supervisors; a 
member of the Advisory Council of Institutional farm training of 
veterans; and attends some of the board meetings of the Farmers 
Home Administration. 


The County Agent is in charge of office management and organ- 
ization of the County Extension Staff. 


GENERAL SUMMARY OF 4-H SITUATION 
AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


A. HIGHLIGHTS 

Of the 468 Belknap County boys and girls who enrolled in 4-H 
club work, 86.54% reported their accomplishments in farming, home- 
making and projects of general interest. Total enrollment exceeded 
the previous year by 90. There were 67 more members reporting than 
in 1948. 


58 club members took part in judging activities. County teams 
were selected in poultry, dairy and gardening. Charles Rowe and 
Richard Forster of Belmont were onthe state poultry judging team 
and competed inthe 4-H judging contest at the Boston Poultry Show 


There were 49 members giving public 4-H demonstrations, 9 
demonstrations were presented inthe county contest. Fight of these 
were entered in the state contest with results as follows: 2A’s, 
5 B’sand 1 C. Natalie and Lawrence Heathof Belmont won the state 
garden dewonstration contest and received a free trip to the Na- 
tional Junior Vegetable Growers’ Conference at Washington, D. C. 
Walter kollins and Ronald Lique of Gilmanton were selected to go 
to Camp Vail and put on their electricity demonstration. Frances 
Morse of Sanbornton was chosen to give her poultry demonstration 
at Camp Vail. 


A Mew event this year was the tractor operators’ contest. 
This was demonstrated at the County Farm and Home Show in April. 
The county and state contests were held in connection with the 
Lakes Region 4-H Fair. Helene Roberts of Gilmanton won the state 
contest and took part inthe regional contest at the kastern States 
Exposition, 
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Nicholas Wadleigh of Tilton was one of the tractor mainten- 
ance instructors in the county. He purchased a new tractor for 
use on his home farm, He has taken two training courses and is 
again prepared to teachatractor class. Since his record is out- 
standing inthe state he is receiving the triptoNational 4-H Club 
Congress. 


AS 2 result of 4-H membership, 380 boys and girls received 
definite training in health improvement. 107 of these had health 
examinations. 


21 of the 30 clubs inthe county engaged incommunity activi- 
ties, including improving school grounds, making scrap books for 
the hospital, giving assistance to the needy, Red Cross work and 
Safety Campaigns. 


57 members worked on fire and accident prevention. 


43 people received instruction in square dafvciig. Three train- 
ed dance leaders and a piano player did the instructing. 16 mem- 
bers took part in the State Folk Festival. 


Participation in the county dress review reached a new high 
of 31 outfits, double that of the previous year. Three of these 
members, - Lucile Patterson and Roberta Goodell of Sanbornton and 
Barbara Smithof Belmont - represented the county inthe state re- 
view. They received two Grade A’s and a B in the state contest. 


51 members attended 4-H Camp at Bear Hiil Pond. 


28 poultry members raised 700 cockerels for meat inthe Chick 
of Tomorrow Contest. 


The membership includedall towns inthe county and was organ- 
ized into 30 clubs in all towns except Alton. 46 adult and 19 
junior volunteer leaders assisted with the program.

Intheir 4-H discussions, they continued tospend time trying 
to understand some of the important social and economic ferces 
now at work and the steps to take in developing the good- 
neighbor spirit at home and abroad, to the end that there 
may be a just and lasting peace. 


C. STAFF 
There has been one Extension Agent in Belknap county 
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responsible for the 4-H Club work. The Home Demonstration 
Agent, the Agricultural Agent and the County Forester have 
cooperated in carrying out the program. 


The club agent has spent 103 days inthe office and 155 days 
and 68 evenings inthe field, making 510 visits to150 differ- 
ent homes. There have been 620 office and telephone calls 
during the year. 96 news articles were written and 13 radio 
talks prepared and given, to let others know about the work. 
The mileage involved totalled 9,444. 


The agent attended 58 method demonstration meetings with 
964 present, held 9 achievement meetings with 792 people 
there, and went to 32 other extension meetings, attended by 
765. 27 training meetings for leaders hadatotal attendance 
of 288. 8 tours were conducted with 85 present. 


D. COUNTY CHARACTERISTICS 
Belknap County includes 10 towns and one cityinthe Lakes 
Region, characterized by throngs of summer tourists and winter 
sports crowds. The rural farm population between the ages 
of 10-19 is 639 and the rural non-farm is 1,112. 


The Farm Bureau Directors officially supervise the Exten- 
Sion Work andthe County 4-H Council advises the Club Agent 
about the program. The 4-H Local Leaders’ Association and 
the Junior Leaders’ Association assist in promoting the pro- 
gram.

COUNTY FORESTRY WORK ~ ROBERT F. BRADLEY, 
COUNTY FORESTER | 


The County Forester’s time is divided equally between Belknap 
and Strafford Counties. Interest in Forestry may be evidenced by 
the fact that the number of urgent requests each month is several 
times over what can actually be serviced. 


The County Forester whois an ex-officio member and secretary 
of the District Forestry Advisory Board has spent considerable 
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time in assisting the board indrawing up voluntary cutting stand- 
ards in connection with the new Timber Tax Law. 


During the past year 113 different woodland owners, involv- 
ing about 11,000 acres were given marketing and forest management 
advice and one million board feet of timber and 300 cords of wood 
were marked todemonstrate selective and improvement cuttings and 
thinnings. About 1% million board feet of timber and wood (latter 
converted from wood to board feet) valued at $17,075 were har- 
vested under improved cutting practices on42 different holdings, 
involving 468 acres of woodland, Although much of this timber and 
wood involved small owner-type operations, most of this volume 
pertained to stumpage sales. In addition, about 4,000 gallons of 
Maple syrup, valued at $22,000 were produced in this district. 


Demonstration meetings on woodland areas cut under good cutting 
practices were held inconnection with two conservation workshops 
for teachers, one training school for the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, and four 4-H groups. In addition the forester gave forestry 
instructionat the State 4-H Forestry Training School at Bearbrook, 
and judged forestry exhibits at boththe Lakes Region 4-H Fair and 
the Rochester Fair. One maple meeting was also held which drew 
record attendance. 


HOME DEMONSTRATION AGENT = HARRIET L. CLARK 

Developing leadership is one of the big accomplishments in 
Home Demonstration work the country over, and in Belknap County 
it is true, too, that splendid leadership has been developed. We 
aim to develop leaders through training in subject matter, and in 
parliamentary law procedures. 


A Home Demonstration Advisory Council was organized in the 
county this year which is composed of the twelve club presidents 
and two of the womenof the Farm Bureau board. This Advisory Coun- 
cil acts in an advisory capacity to the Home Demonstration Agent 
and assists in planning the program for the year’s work in the 
county. 

All Home Demonstration groups are organized as standard Home 
Demonstration Clubs withthe following officers: President, vice- 
president, secretary and/or treasurer and project leaders; nutri- 
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tion, clothing and home management and a recreation leader whose 
duty it is to give the club some bit of fun or foolishness at a 
meeting, suchas a game ~- penciland paper or active; a conundrun, 
a riddle or just a spelling bee - anything togive the women some- 
thing they can carry home to use with their families. 


The clubs meet each month and havea planned program. The 
project leaders have been given instructions and material for 
meeting innutrition, clothing and home management which has given 
them enough lesson material for one meeting each month, and then 
the agent meets with them four times a year. 


In Nutrition workthis year we chose material that would help 
our Belknap county women in their problem of feeding the family 
good nutritious food on limited budgets. Our first meeting was 
on Money Saving Meals followed by a meeting onMeat inthe Meal - 
both of which showed the use of a little meat with other foods 
to give us the necessary proteininthe day’s meals for maintain- 
ing good body health. 


Feeding the Family was the subject of another meeting which 
took in food costs for different sized families and plans for 
cutting some expenditures by better planning of meals, planting 
for food preservation and storing. 


Since we have many young children in our county, we planned 
to help as many young mothers as possible by meetings, exhibits 
and letters. 


Inthe nutrition section of our exhibit at plymouth Fair, the 
child’s health was emphasized by an exhibit of daily menu for a 
child showing how it measured up in the Basic Seven Wheel for good 
health. 


A newsletter to mothers of all age children called ‘Mother’s 
Chat’ is being sent to a requested list which gives further help 
in child feeding and care. 

To help our women get their clothing up-to-date we had a 
project called The New Look. 362 garments were remodeled and an 
estimated savings was made of $1500. 


So that women could have the assurance that their garments 
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when cut would fit, we had a project called pattern Alteration. 
Many women expressed the need of help inmending children and 

men’s knitwear garments other than darning or patching. Con- 

sequently a project in this was taught with excellent results. 


To give the women something with which they could beautify 
articles of clothing or materials around the home, we gave the 
women help inTextile painting. This is a project with which they 
did a lot just before Christmas, but is also a continuing project 
for the year. Many women with young daughters have made some very 
attractive decoration on blouses, scarves, handkerchiefs and chil- 
dren’s clothing of many kinds. Some fine curtains, tablecloths 
and chair sets have been made -- all of which cost very little but 
gave the women help in beautifying their homes. 


In Home Management this year we carried the heavy projects of 
Upholstering and Chair Seating. Some fine old pieces of furniture 
with beautiful lines and woods have been restored by refinishing 
and then upholstered or reseated as the case might be. A spring 
cushion filler was purchased in the county and a saving on this 
part of the project alone was estimated as $250. The upholstered 
pieces done in the county were all sizes from stools to couches 
with an estimated savings of $2500 at least. 


The chair seating was caning, splint and rush and the 397 
chairs now brought into use saved the county families $1500 at 
least. Many of these had been discarded and put inte attics or 
shed chambers - most of them lovely old antiques. 


Floors and Floor Coverings was the subject of another good 
meeting on care, and selection of materials togive the best wear. 


Twenty-eight kitchens were worked onby the agent during the 
year which in most cases meant a lot of planning, but has brought 
worthwhile results. A kitchen tour was held the last day of No- 
vember to visit some of these kitchens. 


Two fine sectional county money management meetings were held 
on Your Purse and You with Miss Beggs, the State Specialist inHome 
Management present. A doctor, a lawyer, a farmer, a homemaker, 
county Agricultural Agent and Home Demonstration Agent were . also 
on the panel to discuss the farm and home planning and needs for 
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doing so to take care of health, future security and education of 
the family members. The lawyers and doctors were most valuable 
in their assistance at these meetings bringing a definite message 
from their respective fields to the attention of the people. 125 
men and women attended these meetings. 


Housing, Wiring and Decoration of Homes were other subjects 
under Home Management projects -- all of which had their particular 
answer to an expressed need of the people of the county, 


Seventeen groups were worked with other than regular Home 
Demonstration groups making our work available to so many more 
people in the county. To further spread the educational aspect 
of our work, a newsletter goes to a requested list of 542 women 
which gives themthe newest information in nutrition, clothing and 
home management . 
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
